KING OLAF, the latest choral work of the gifted Kansas City composer and conductor, may 
be justly called a dramatic cantata. In it the writer shows himself a resourceful musician — richness 
of harmony, polyphonic treatment of voices, thematic development, and melo^c eloquence are all in 
evidence. The cantata is modern in spirit and in form, being written without break, except where 
naturally suggested by the text, and is intended to be sung continuously. Mr. Busch has taken his text 
from Longfellow's poem, which he has abbreviated where necessary to make the narrative more con- 
nected, or to suit it for musical treatment. The choruses are full of variety, brilliant and effective in 
the writing ; now full of rude vigor as befits the hardy Norse warriors, now delicate and tender, or 
mystic in the wedding choruses, or, as in the final chorus, moving with great breadth and majesty. 
The three solo voices required (soprano, tenor, and baritone) are given important and attractive work 
to do, both in extended passages and in incidental phrases of the ensembles. The work is scored fo 
full orchestra, but the piano reduction is playable. It will^ take in performance about one hour and 
twenty minutes.

Longfellow's poem of" The Saga of King Olaf " 
was used by Mr. Busch in his cantata entitled*^ King 
Olaf." The theme was handled with great beauty, 
and his musical settings were original and stirring, 
both in the chorus and solo numbers. 

THE MUSICAL COURIER, NEW YORK 

The Apollo Club opened its thirty-third season at 
the Auditorium on Monday evening, November )o. 
The works presented were Elgar's short Oratorio, 
"The Light of the World," and a very virorous 
and worthy cantata by Carl Busch, entitled *^King 
Olaf." 

In happy contrast came the cantata of Carl 
Busch, a most refreshing work, full of beautiful 
episodes, simple, natural^ strong, with no straining 
after effect. In short, a worthy setting of Longfel- 
low's text. It was given a thoroughly satisfying 
performance, and was enthusiastically received by 
the audience. 

THE MUSICAL WORLD, BOSTON 

A stirring cantata for solos, chorus, and orches- 
tra is*' King Olaf," by Carl Busch of Kansas City, 
published by the Oliver Ditson Company. Mr. 
Busch is well known throughout the country as a 
composer of hiphly excellent sonps, but this cantata 
deserves to be classed with the best works of the 
kind issued in Kuropc or America. It is full of en- 
ergy, and stronply savors ot .Scandinavia. Any 
choral society proilucinpit will thoroughly enjoy its 
swing and life. The solo numbers are also very 
effective, the teuor part being particularly fine. 



THE MUSICAL LEADER, CHICAGO 

*^ King Olaf" is a work more than ordinarily en- 
joyable, for in it Mr. Busch shows that he can write 
for women's or men's voices without taxing them to 
the extent ofmost choral works. Yet still he obtains 
good effects. The work is well harmonized, and 
several of the syncopated choral passages are of dis- 
tinct cleverness. The general outline of the work 
is broad and allows of expressive shading. 

EVENING POST, CHICAGO 
Carl Busch's *' King Olaf" was the other num- 
ber on the programme; it isacantata which abounds 
in stirring music. Longfellow's **Saga of King 
Olaf" furnishes the text, and Mr. Busch has supplied 
an extremely attractive setting to the words. The 
opening is pretty, and the narrative by the baritone 
is a particularly resonant and appealing song. 

Perhaps one might ask for more electric climaxes 
than Mr. j^usch has written, but it is grateful to be 
relieved from the pressure that results from the over- 
employment of the b rinses and the cymbals. The 
singers feel especially thankful to Mr. Busch that he 
has avoided the temptation to elaborate his score to 
excess; there is never a passage that drowns the 
soloists, and the chorus is invariably clear above the 
crashes. 

The rather uncommon tribute of a call after 
the performance was accorded Mr. Bnsch ; he was 
brought on the stage, and both members of the club 
and the audience Joined in applause. The cantata 
has the advantage of simplicity. It is melodious, 
and there is no straining after bizarre effects in the 
orchestration, which is rich and very musicianly 
throughout.

The spirited poem of Felicia Hemans is based upon a very dramatic episode in the heroic history of 
the little land of mountains and lakes. It is highly picturesque, and is a good opportunity for a com- 
poser. In this case the setting is sympathetic ; the Cantata is resourceful, genial, amply diversified and 
vivid. It is abundantly characteristic, and ought to be a joy alike to conductor, players, singerv and 
audience. The accompaniment in the piano score is well put upon the keyboard, and is important, 
though not overtaxing to the pianist of adequate skill. 

The treatment is modem in that, among other respects, it follows the text in narrative style with 
ingenious and felicitous continuity, rather than in separate and elaborated numbers. The work is not 
difficult for an average chorus under good training. It is written with experience of all the resources 
employed. Moreover, there arc, as might be expected of a composer of Mr. Busch's quality, such 
readiness in modulation, in general harmonic enrichment and melodic eloquence, even in the inner 
voices and the accompaniment, that the musician is constantly interested.
